The Next Crisis 
May Be Decisive 


If you’re‘too old to zoom around in a jet or 
even pilot an old-fashioned prop job, you still 
can help the Air Force in guarding the nation 


against a surprise attack. 


The boys in the air are on constant patrol, for Russia is a close 
neighbor via the Arctic route, and radar sends out its seeking beams 
along our frontiers. This defense, good as it is, is not foolproof. For 


radar is yet to replace the human eye and ear. 


In even the best 


radar network there are dead zones through which planes can sneak 


at low altitude. 

To guard against this and other 
eventualities, we have the Ground 
Observer Corps. It is a civilian 
group that aids the armed serv- 
ices, and surely is as patriotic as 
the most eager of uniformed fight- 
ing men, 

The group mans courthouses, 
schools, fire towers, mountain tops 
and cross roads during ‘the mem- 
bers’ spare time. The object is to 
report all planes to the nearest 
filter center, and from that point 
the word is passed to the Air Force 
for evaluation, and if necessary, 
action. 

In case you think Washington’ is 
fooling, and that the Civil’ Defense 
set up is all smoke and very little 
fire, the Ground Observer Corps is 
on 24 hour duty in a good part 
of the country. Along the Pacific 
Coast, then along the Canadian 
border to and including New Eng- 
land, the skies are under constant 
scrutiny. Planes are ready to take 
off on a moment’s notice to in- 
tercept any hostile aircraft, for if 
an attack comes it probably will 
be from the north and directed at 
the great port and_ industrial 
cities of that section. 

We have won the last two wars 
by the superiority of our industrial 
production. Industry will be the 
prime target because of this, and 
Atlanta is nicely up on the list of 
targets most likely to be sought.

DODGER ACE APOLOGIZES, BUT— 


Robinson M ay Face Lawsuit in Bat Episode 


MILWAUKEE, June 4 # — 
Jackie Robinson @& the Brooklyn 
Dodgers was notified today that 
an attorney had been retained by 
a couple who claimed they were 
hit Wednesday night by a bat 
Robinson tossed after being 
thumbed out of the game with 
the Braves. 


The couple said they were un- 
decided about a possible damage 
suit. 

Mrs. Peter Wolinsky said the 
bat struck her above the left eye 
and hit her husband on the fore- 
head. They were seated in a box 
behind the Brooklyn dugout. 

Mrs. Wolinsky said today she 
had not consulted a physician as 
vet, nor had her husband, who 
is 29 

“I was stunned and shocked. I 


didn't know what hit me,” Mrs. 
Wolinsky said. She said Robin- 
son called her to apologize this 
morning after he was notified 
the Wolinskys had retained Atty. 
James Stern, a friend. 

“He was very nice,’’ Mrs. Wo- 
linsky said. She said Robinson 
told her it was unintentional and 
that she said she realized that. 


“The bat probably slipped,” 
she told a reporter. 

The incident developed out of 
a rhubarb in last night's rainy 
game which the Dodgers won, 
7-6. In the fourth inning Umpire 
Lee Ballanfant emptied the 
Brooklyn bench in a dispute over 
a called ball on Brave Johnny 
Logan. When Robinson came up 
to bat in the fifth he said some- 
thing to Ballanfant and was 


ejected. Walking over to the 
dugout, Robinson tossed his bat 
ahead of him. It bounced off the 
concrete roof of the dugout and 
into the box seats. 

“The bat slipped from my 
hand when I tossed it,”’ Robin- 
son said. ‘I tossed it underhand 
toward the dugout but I held on 
to it too long.”’ 


Robinson immediately went | 
over to the dugout and apolo- | 


gized to the fans. 

Usher Harry Yelvington said 
the bat hit him on,the head and 
that he still had a headache this 
morning. 

The bat? Mrs. Wolinsky has 
that as a souvenir.

So now they’re putting rubber girdles on white columns! 

; The new judicial and labor building which the state is put- 
ting up at the corner of Washington and Mitchell streets is a 
mighty handsome edifice, running largely to classic lines and lots 
of marble. It has, no doubt, posed many a problem for many 
people. 

Ollie Reeves, mentioned in this space not so long ago as 
winner of the Writers Club’s annual citation for his poetry, really 
makes a living working with marble, worrying about rhymes 
when he is not worrying about marble. If you thing the quality 
of his verse has fallen off lately—a likely notion'—you can 
blame it on the nightmares he has been having over eight mar- 
ble columns. 


This is the situation: Architect Thomas Bradbury’s plans 
for the new building call for eight elegant bead and flute col- 
umns of St. Genevieve marble, which is a beautiful cream and 
golden buff patterned marble out of the heart of Missouri by way 
of the Georgia Marble Co. at Tate. The columns, towering 19 
feet tall and weighing about four tons each, are actually load- 
bearing columns which hold up the rotunda of the building, and 
for this reason had to be “‘set,’’ as the marble men say, before 
the mezzanine or second floor of the building went up over them. 


“There they stood right out in the weather—$30,000 worth of 
marble columns,’’ moaned our poet marbleman, Mr. Reeves. 
*‘Some marble it wouldn’t matter, but these columns are pol- 
ished—as fine marble columns as you ever saw. And nothing 
above them to shelter them or to keep them upright!’’ 

Ollie thinks now they may have stood up all right on their 
own two-feet-in-diameter fluted shafts, but when he heard the 
wind blowing at night or the rain pelting on his roof he had 
nightmares in which the Coliseum of ancient Rome tottered 
about drunkenly. 

“IT knew if one of ’em fell over,’’ Ollie said, ‘‘it would crash 
through the floor slab and the rest would follow.” 

So one bright morning this week Ollie had his inspiration. 
He put girdles—or rather old-fashioned corsets—on the columns! 


They are corsets because they have steel stays which hold 
the columns upright. Around the stays he had his workmen apply 
bischit dough consistency of plaster of Paris, designed to protect 
the beautiful finish from the weather and accidental drubbing at 
the hands of the builders. 


“T knew when we wet the plaster it would fall off,’ Ollie 
explained, ‘‘and that presented another problem. If the rain 
wet it, the same thing would happen.”’ 

~ So to protect the plaster from the rain Ollie added a coating 
of rubber sealing very much like your two-way stretch. It's 
something new in white column garb and Ollie says it’s working 
so well he may use it again and again. 

You're welcome to the idea if you've got any white marble 
rotundas under construction. 

As a matter of fact Ollie says marble’s popularity runs in 
evcles. When he started in the business more than 40 years ago 
old-timers urged him to get out, marble was going out of style. 
But it never has really. In depression years it suffered a slump. 
In experimental periods it has had competition from synthetic 
materials but vear in and year out marble continues to hold its 
own as the really rich and durable material for any public build 
ing where dignity is desired.

When a picnic goes sophisticated the aunts who ar- 
rive in droves are probably relatives of the prospective 
June bride. 

Whether the occasion is a bridal party, mother’s 
bridge club or an afternoon tea, sandwiches go petite and 
cookies go pretty. Match up the two in a white glove 
picnic. 

A simple solution to an assortment of party cookies 
is a cooky mix. The slightest additions to the basic 
dough mean a tremendous change in flavor and color 
accents. Bake the amount of cookies needed and store 
the rest in a covered canister for baking another day. 


CAROUSEL COOKY MIX 


4 cups sifted enriched 2 cups brown sugar 

flour 11, qips hydrogenated 
2 teaspwons baking ll 

powder 4 cups quick or old- 
2.teaspoons. soda fashioned, uncooked « 
2 teaspoons salt rolled oats 


Sift together flour, baking powder, soda and salt 
three times. Mix in brown sugar. Cut in shortening 
until mixture resembles fine crumbs. Add rolled oats, 
mixing thoroughly. Store in covered container at room 
temperature. Makes 12 cups.
